1 . ON FEBRUARY 9, ALL NEWSPAPERS WITH EXCEPTION OF GOVERNMENT 
OWNED ENGLISH LANGUAGE KOREA HEARALD CARRIED AP STORY 

IN WHICH PRESIDENT CARTER REPORTEDLY TOLD U.S. CABINET THAT 
AMERICA "RESERVES RIGHT TO SPEAK OUT ON THOSE (HUMAN RIGHTS) 
PROBLEMS WHICH DO EXIST." EVEN KOREAN LANGUAGE, GOVERNMENT- 
OWNED SEOUL SINMUN GAVE STORY PROMINENT COVERAGE. 

2. PRESS ALSO REPORTED SECRETARY VANCE'S STATEMENT TO 
CABINET THAT AMERICAN PUBLIC'S IDEA ON LINKAGE, IN WHICH 
U.S. WOULD CONDITION ITS POLICY IN ONE AREA SUCH AS 
NEGOTIATIONS ON STRATEGIC ARMS LIMITATIONS TO SUCH OTHER
